PRICE FIXING BY. CONTRACT. 

In its decision. of the case-brought by the cut- 
rate druggists, the United States Supreme Court 
has upset a trade custom which has been years 
in the making. The establishment of a uniform 
minimum selling price by the manufacturer was 
a sort of substitute for monopoly through com- 
bination: It was ostensibly designed to protect 
those who wished to make large profits from 
those who were content to make small profits. 
A contract between seller and buyer was the 
medium and as part of the consideration was 
the agreement to abide by the fixed price; It 
placed all retailers on one level, penalizing the 
energetic and rewarding the slothful. 

The Supreme Court says that such price re- 
strictions are illegal. They interfere with the 
natural rights of the owner of the purchased 
articles. To say that a man may do with his 
own as he pleases is probably primitive, but 
some primitive rules of the kind are necessary. 
It has taken much study and effort on the part 
of manufacturers to retain control of their prod- 
ucts after sale. Control from raw material to 
finished product in the hands of the ultimate 
consumer is, however, the aim of monopoly, and 
the effort was worth while. The Beef Trust, 
Standard Oil and the Steel Trust have such con- 
trol, and the manufacturer who can fix prices 
has a monopoly as great as any of them. 

The plan has not been utilized merely by the 
makers of proprietary preparations, but grocers, 
clothiers, shirt makers and many others have 
used it successfully, going in some cases even 
to the extent of fixing the dates for bargain 
sales and the bargain prices. 

The Supreme Court decision may be avoided 
}by substituting gentlemen’s agreements for reg- 
ular contracts. There is, of course, no way to 
compel a manufacturer to sell to every respon- 
sible person who offers to buy. But it is some- 
thing to know that these schemes of price fix- 
ing have no‘ support in law. There is even room 
for hope that with their illegality determined up- 
right business men will decline to deal with the 
price fixers. Thus the law of competition may he 
permitted to assert itself.

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THE FALLACY OF DECADENCE. 

Dr. William Ostwald of Leipsic, who won th« 
Nobel prize for chemistry in 1909, has promulgat 
ed in the Vienna Neue Freie Presse an emphaiic 
denial of the pessimistic theory that European 
civilization is in a decadent state. He admits. 
however, that there is a class of decadents among 
the young people’ of the great cities who haves 
been disillusioned by an idle life. These persons 
imagine there is a general decadence because they 
have become decadent themselves. 

Theories of decadence, though they appear ver: 
modern and up to date, have a curious resem- 
blance to the old belief that there were mighty 
men in ancient times and that succeeding genera- 
tions are feebler and less worthy in every way. 
O1 course such a notion is a superstition that ha: 
been challenged and combated again and again 





1 The fallacy is as old as Homer and as new as 


Max Nordau. All the degeneracy in the worid 
has not checked the forward movement. 

Dr. Ostwald expects that in future the idea of 
progress will not dominate the world as an end 
in itself. Men will more and more see that it is 
more civilized truly to live than to fill one’s whole 
life with mere preparations and means to live. 
This is sound advice, and Americans need it more 
than Europeans do. Progress is genuine when the 
individual gets out of life all that there is good 
and noble in it. The notion that progress can 
be accurately measured by statistics of production 
is a false one, and such men as Dr. Ostwald do 
the world a service when they cause people to 
take a. broader view of life. 

In Buchanan, Mich., a young  taay wearing a 
hobble tripped, fell and frightened a team of 
oxen into' running away.

The 
Town Board held a special meeting and passed 
an ordinance prohibiting hobbles and harem 
skirts. There is no end to the trouble that can 
be caused by a sensitive yoke of oxen. 
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THE LION SHAKES HIS MANE. 

At a time when Great Britain is in the very 
act of destroying the veto power of its House 
of Lords it is interesting to read a prediction 
on the subject of the English aristocracy mad 
by as great a man as William Makepeace Thack- 
eray more than seventy years ago. He was far 
from being famous in 1840, but he was 2% 
years of age and his opinions on political sub- 
jects were formed. 

Referring to “the rascally Whigs and Tories’ 
of his time, Thackeray wrote to his mother in 
the year mentioned: “When is the day to come 
when those two humbugs are to disappear from 
among us? Don’t be astonished. I’m not ia 
Chartist, only @ republican.

In 1892, 
as a Congressman and a follower of Henry 
George, he succeeded in getting the entire text 
of George's book, “Progress and Poverty,” inserted 
in the Congressional Record, and Democratic 
congressmen in sympathy with him managed to 
get over a million copies of the issues of the 
Record containing George’s doctrines distributed 
over the country at public expense. 

In his political campaigns Tom Johnson out- 
distanced all competitors in unique and sensa- 
vines. methods. He stumped Ohio in a red auto- 
mobile and spoke to his audiences in a real cir- 
eus tent which was shipped from point to point 
as he journeyed. A whole caravan went with 
the outfit. 

But all this will be forgotten when Johnson’s 
‘eal services to America are summed up. He was 
1 millionaire reformer. In his 3-cent fare fight he 
announced: “It’s not 3-cent fare | am working 
or. That is not the goal I am aiming at, but 
ymly'a step in the direction of the day when pco- 
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street cars, any more than they now have to fy 
1 fare for walking or driving on lighted streets.” 
Ye was for municipal ownership of street rail- 
ways, for Government ownership of railways, for 
‘ree trade, although it would injure his own busi- 
1ess: for the single tax, and for “applied human- 
‘'ty.” in all branches of government and social 
1etivity. He gave Cleveland the best ee 
t has ever had. 

In making his great fight against a nara! 

‘lique of moneyed men and against the political 
nachines of his State and city, Johnson gradually 
ost health and wealth. For years he was ostra- 
“ged and denounced as insincere. His 3-cent fare 
*xperiment on his own line of street railway was 
infortunate, owing to labor troubles and lack of 
yublie support. His family life was unhappy 
ind his political’ enemies proved too strong for 
iim. It is characteristic of the man that what 
eems to be his last public utterance is a message 
o those who have stood by him: “How are all 
he bovs? Tell them to be of strong heart and 
‘c be game. I am game.” 3

LONDON, April 8.—The eyes of the entire femi- 
nine world—eyes of many colors and shapes— 
will be turned toward Queen Mary on the June 
day when she and King George are crowned, and 
in these eyes the King and all his gallant men 
will appear only as background for the royal 
woman.

Lady Mabelle 
is Scotch and the sixth train-bearer is English, 
Lady Victoria Carrington, whose godmother was 
Queen Victoria. 

Lady Mary Dawson is: the eldest of the six 
and she is only 24. She is the younger daughter 
of the Earl and Countess Dartrey. Lady Mary is 
very tall and dark-eyed, with a fine complexion 
and much charm of manner. She is at present 
with*her parents in Lisbon, but she will be back In 
London after Easter, when rehearsals of the cere- 
mcny will take place. . 

ONCE LIVED IN CANADA, 

Lady Eileen Butier, when the eyes of the femi- 
nine world sean her, will be secn to be one of 
the beauties of Liondon society. She is 20 and 
tall. She is the elder of the twu daughters of the 
Karl and Countess Lanesborough. Her father was 
Military Secretary to Earl Grey in 1907, and Lady 
Eiileen acompanied her parents to Canada. 

Slim, fair and graceful, Lady Dorothy Browne is 
a typical Irish peauty.

April 8.—Mrs. Viadimir Artsimovitch, 
daughter of Capt. H. H. Hobbs of San°Francisco 
and famous as a California beauty, left here 
Wednesday to become one of the leading hostesses 
in St. Petersburg, standing high in imperial favor.

Artsimovitch was Russian Consul-General in San 
Francisco, and some five yearsago was transferred 
to a similar post in this city. His services and his 
personality attracted the attention of the Czar, 
and when Nicholas II visited Germany last au- 
tymn he surprised Artsimovitch at a dinner given 
by Emperor William with the announcement that 
he had been appointed a court chamberlain and 
under-secretary in the Czar’s personal department 
of foreign affairs.

FLINGS INSULT AT 
PREMIER ASQUITH 


“Is the Prime Minister Still Din- 
ing?’’ Asks Salisbury’s Son, 
Intimating That Liberal 
Leader Is Tipsy. 
CCHURCHILL EXCORIATED 
After Fierce Debate in the Com- 


mons Tories “‘Rough House”’ 
a Radical Member.

LONDON, April 8.—‘‘Is the Prime Min- 
ister still dining?” 

Lord. Hegh Cecil flung this peculiarly 
insulting taunt at the ministers ‘across 
the flgor of the House of Commons 
Wednesday night. 

Premier Asquith was not present to 


answer Lord Hugh’s obstructive speeches 
on the Lord’s veto bill. Winston Charch- 
the Home Secretary. was acting 
as the Government leader, and his ev- 
ery appearance in that capacity vastly 
irritates the more spenions members of 
the opposition. 

In England to say a man has: been 
“dining,” is to suggest that he has drank 
too much. Without the faintest shad- 
ow of foundation, the late Premier Sal- 
isbury’s son, Cecil, publicly hurled this 
insinuation at Premier Asquith, who, in 
fact, was kept out of the House because 
he was suffering with a bad cold. 

It should be understood that the oppo- 
sition to the Lords’ veto bill in the 
House of Commons has been wrested 
from Arthur Balfour’s hands by these 
Tory members—Lord Hugh Cecil, Lord 
Caverleagh and Lord Helmsley. These 
three have imparted the fiercest parti- 
san bitterness to the debate. 

Unable to defend the House of Lords 
the assail on the House of Commons of 


which Lord Hugh Cecil said during the 


night debate: 

“This House is not a deliberative as- 
sembly. I wish I could persuade the 
newspapers to tell the exact truth about 
the House of Commons, -to exactly de- 
scribe its workings.to the public, to tell 
that its members do not listen to debate 
but vote On the orders of the: party 


whips, exactly as they are told to vote. 


Tory Vexes Even Balfour. 

“If you judge it by these things, ycu 
must say it is a corrupt assembly, for 
it is influenced largely by indirect, not 
by direct motives.” 

Arthur Balfour, himself a Tory, took 
up the defense of tie Commons against 
these expressions, and soundly rated his 
cousin, Lord Hugh. 

Winston Churchill ‘replied to Lord 
Cecil’s charge that the House is cor- 
rupt by saying icily that the only spe- 
cific accusation of corruption brought 
forward in his memory was a motion 
submitted which complained of the ex- 
cessive number of members of the Ce- 
cl] family who had been appointed to 
office. 

“In the absence of Mr. Asauith we 
have to tolerate the vicarious insolence 
‘of a députy,” retorted Lord Hugh. 

It proves the influence of Lords Cecil, 
Caverleagh and Helmsley to state that 
when the vote was taken % Tories, one- 
third of the Tory party, followed Lord 
Hugh into the division lobby, voting 
against Balfour. 

The excitement in: the lobby was in- 
tense. Unprecedented violence was done 
to William Clough, a Radical member 
from Yorkshire. Mr. Clough was very 
recently ‘defendant in a political libel 
action during which he gave testimony 
in sanctimonious language entirely in- 
consistent with the acts. 


Tories Roughly Handle Radical. 

The Tories gathered in a solid mass 
awaiting Clough’s exit from the divis- 
ion lobby. When they espied him, they 
Secca” jeered. him and pushed him 
wubout. Liberals’ hats were knocked Off, 
the younger members of the rival parties 
got into scrimmages and for a moment 
it looked as if there would be a free 
fight. When all the members had re- 
turned to the House Winston Churchill 
angrily complained to the Speaker of 
the “gross, organized insult,” of Mr, 
Clough. The Speaker rebuked the 


- Tories. 


All this means that the Hooligan ele- 
ment of the Tory party has gained the 
upper hand because of the :.opeléssness 
of the fight against the Lords’ veto Dill. 
Lord Hugh Cecil is able, high-strung 
and has a bitter tongue, but he is in- 
discreet. Lord Claverleagh is the typ- 
foal languid, imperturbable British aris- 
tocrat, but he is not brainy. Lord 
Helmsley is a fat, florid, choleric little 
man, whe is sometimes good natured 
and again falls into fits of passion. 

The conspiracy of silence in which 
the ministers are engaged adds to the 
Tories’ exasperation, for they cannot 
draw the -Liberals into playing their 
game by discussing merely obstruction 
amendments to the veto bill.

' The writer of the article says the:mjs- 
sionaries have had to adopt this method 
on account of the peculiar conditions 
existing in Zanzibar which make it im- 
possible for a woman to become a 
Christian without the permission of her 
lord and aol “He says that mar- 
riage in Zanzibar does not really exist. 
If @ man wants a wife and has enough 
money, he goes to the father of a pretty 
girl and bargains for her. 


If she is not very pretty $20 will buy 
her. If she is the most beautiful of all 
Zanzibar women $30 will make her his 
yery own. Once he pays the price, he 
can do as he pleases with her. No 
one can keep him from abusing her and 
even from killing her. She becomes his 
property just as his sheep are his prop- 
erty. It is only if part of the money 
promised is still to be paid to her fa- 
ther that: her owner cannot do as he 
pleases with the woman he buys. 

In many cases « *Zanzibar woman 
would like to become Christian, but can- 
not do so without the permission-of her 
“husband,.’’

Congress Will Be Held to Cele- 
brate 50th Anniversary of 
Foundation.

FELTON, TO BE SPEAKER 





Railroad Head and Leading 
Scientists and Engineers to 
Discuss Problems. 


A congress of technology will be held 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in Boston Monday and Tuesday 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the granting of the charter of the tnsti- 
tution. Many of the 4600 technical men 
who have been graduated from the ia- 
etitution, and the 5000 others who at- 
tended it, will be at the congress. The 
“tech’’ men throughout the country will 
gather for banquets to hold local cele- 
brations. 

The 50 years’ achievements of the in- 
stitute have made it the greatest en- 
gineering school in America. The in- 
stitute was founded by William Barton 
Rodgers, who planned a school for the 
“advancement, development and _prac- 
icdl application of science in connec- 
tion with arts, agriculture, manufacture 
end commerce.’’ He foresaw the day 
when every State in the union would 
owe no small share of its commercial 
prosperity to.the men. with technical 
educations that could apply scientific 
methods to the problems confronting 
them, 

Among the men who wiTl speak at the 
congress are Frederick C. Howell, 785. 
Director of the Reclamation Service at 
Washington, who will. discuss the ‘‘Re- 
clamation of the Arid West; Willis R. 
Whitney, ’90, director of the Research 
Laboratory of the General Electric Co., 
Schenectady, N,: Y.; who will stalk on 
“Research as a Financial Asset’; Sam- 
‘ué] M. Felton, ’73, president of the Chi- 
-cago & Great. Western Railroad, who 


Management of Railroad Work”’; Prof. 
C. EB. A. Winslow, ’98, Associate Profes- 
sor of Biology of the College of the 
City of New York and Curator of Pub- 
lic Health in the American Museum of 
Natural History, who will discuss ‘‘Fac- 
tory Sanitation and *Efficteney.”’ 

The institute is now passing through 
one of the critical stages of its de- 
velopment,\ ind is on the eve of being 
removed frém its old Boylston street 
site in Boston to some new location, not 
yet announced. 

Prof. Wilham §. Pritchett, formerly 
of St. Louis, was for many years presi- 
dent of the institute, and ranked as 
one of the greatest technical educafors 
of his time. 

Papers will be read at the congress on 
modern archicture, economic, engineer- 
ing, finance, accounting and .business 
administration, prevention and control of 
fires, mining, sewage disposal], public 
health, reliability of materials, coal com- 
bustion records, boiler testing and pow- 
er plant betterment. 

The work of the Institute is divided 
into three parts: The education of en- 
gineers, the solution of technical prob- 
lems which drag most heavily upon the 
commercial and industrial efficiency 
of today, and the training of the com- 
munity in general to greater reliance 
upon scientific methods. 

The institute does a great deal of re- 
search work. The Laboratory of Ap- 
plied Chemistry is under the direction 
of William H. Walker; the Research 
Laboratory of Physical Chemistry is 
under the direction of Arthur A. Noyes, 
and the Sanitary Research Laboratory 
and Sewage Experiment Station is under 
the direction of WilHam T. Sedgwick. 
The names of these men are all closely 
identified with the development of sci- 
ence in America.

LONDON, April 8—There is tragedy 
behind the De Forest scandal. Young 
Lieut. Ashton—he is only 22—with whom 
the Bdroness.eloped—is dying of con- 
sumption at Grasse on the Riviera. He 
is in the care of his mother, the Countess 
of Scarborough. The Baroness is not 
allowed to see him, although she has 
stayed weeks in seclusion at Cannes in 
hope of doing so. She feels keen re- 
more, because she is indirectly respon- 
sible for his incurable iilness. 

When Baron de Forest and her broth- 
er, Lord Gerard, traced “thé elopers to 
Palma, on the Island of Majorca, the 
Baron wanted to shoot Ashton, and 
Gerard was so apprehensive he pre- 
vailed on Ashton to leave the island in- 
stantly. . 

Exposed to Hardships. 

As no steamer was sailing Ashton 
hired a large fishing smack, got caught 
in a terrible storm on the Gulf of Lyons, 
and it took him three days to reach 
Marseilles. He never got over the ef- 
fects of the exposure and privation. 
They brought on phthisfs, from which 
his recovery is now regarded as hope- 
less. 

He is rich, having about $200,000 a 
year income. 

No one has accepted Baron de For- 
est’s challenge to repeat tne slanders he 
sued Lady Gerard and Milner for ut- 
self debarred on religious grounds from 
getting a divorce. His religious position 
tering, and it is said that he feels him- 
is complicated. He first married Mme.

He Feared Italians. 

Combs is 21 years old, and lives at 
$411 North Ninth street. He told 
Lieut. Nolte he was afraid of the Ital- 
ians who ran out after the accident. 

“I thought they mignt lynch me, 
they seemed so excited,” he said.

A queer stone implement used by 
some Mound Buiider of another age, 
helped turn the ground yesterday for 
the Thomas Jefferson Memoriai 
Bullding in Forest Park, to bé erect- 
ed at a cost of $500,000, and contain 
the first pretentious statue in the 
Mississippi Valley of the statesman 
who added the Louisiana Purchase to 
the United States.

FIGHT TO CONTROL 
RAILROAD RATES 


Federal Court Calls Freight and 
Passenger Law Discriminatory 
and Unjust. 


ST. PAUL, April 8—The Minne 
sota State Railway Commission has 
lost its fight to control freight and 
passenger rates of interstate rail- 
roads within this state. In an ex- 
haustive opinion handed down today 
Judge Walter H. Sanborn of the 
United States Circuit Court declares 
the law discriminatory and burden- 
some. 

Judge Sariborn in his ruling says: 

“The power to regulate commerce 
among the states as granted by the 
people to the nation in the Constitu- 
tion is exclusive, may be expressed 
to its utmost extent by the use of 
all méang requisite tq its complete 


its police pow or any other power 
it possesses may restrict this grant 
or the plenary exercise of this power, 
for these inhere in the supreme law 
of the land and are paramount to the 
powers of the states. 

“The fares and rates of transporta- 
tion in interstate commerce are na- 
tional in character susceptible of unil- 
form regulation and so far as the na- 
tion has not regulated them, are free 
from regulation by virtue of commer- 
cial clause of the Constitution. 

“To the extent that it does not sub- 
stantially burden or regulate inter- 
state commerce, a state may regulate 
interstate commerce and the fares and 
rates therein within: its borders, but 
no farther. It may enforce regula- 
tions of interstate commerce and its 
fares and rates which only’ incident- 
ally or remotely affect tnterstate com- 
merce. But state laws, orders and 
regulations concerning interstate com- 
merce or the fares or rates therein, 
which substantially burden or regu- 
late interstate commerce, or the fares 
or rates therein are beyond the pow- 
ers of the State, unconstitutional and 
void. 

“A net income of 7 per cent per an- 
num on the value of raflroad property 
in Minnesota devoted to the public 
use of transportation is not more than 
the fair return to which a railroad 
eompany is entitled under the four- 
teenth amendment te the Constitu- 
tion.”

North German Lloyd Liner, 
Stranded Off Fire Island, Is 
Imbedded in Shoal. 





AID OF .LIGHTERS FAIL 


It Is Believed by Some That the 
Big Ship Will Be a Total 
Loss. 





By Leased Wtre From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 8.—With all of 
her 1728 passengers safely landed, 
thought turns now to the fate of the 
steamship Prinzess Irene of the North 
German Lioyd Line, as she _ Ires 
stranded in the deep sands of “Grave- 
yard Bar,” that thin, yellow, notor- 
fous trap for the ocean greyhounds, 
just outside Great South Bay and 
near the Fire Island light. 

Except in the offices of the owners 
the belief prevails that the ship ts 
hopelessly stranded. Despite this, 
news reached the city tonight that 
the Irene’s stern was hauled two de- 
grees seaward by the tugs late this 
afternoon. 

With this good news that the ship 
had been budged a little it was de- 
cided to ‘plant immediately heavier 
kedge. anchors seaward, and pith 
double the length of the former ca- 
bles, so that with her own engines 
she might help the work of the 
wreckers. 

The first aspect of the stranded 
ship would mot indicate her serious 
predicament. She went aground al- 
most on the outer ridge of the shoal. 
The fact that she stands straight on 
her keel without a lst to either side, 
is taken as an indication that she 
rests deep in the sands. The wreck- 
ing tugs have pulled and maneuvered 
lke mad during the hours of high 
tide that have come since she went 
aground Thursday morning. They 
have only succeeded in budging the 
big liner a trifle, and no sooner did 
they cease their efforts than the 
waves, coming along with calm per- 
sistency, piled the sahd back along 


resistibly. 
Lighters Are at Work. 

Lighters have removed quantities 
of her cargo, but in vain. It will be 
in vain also, experts say, that she 
has been lightened by the removal of 
her 1728 passengers and thousands of 
pounds cf baggage. | 

The big ship is caught frretrievably 
it is believed. 

All efforts to float the ship has 
been by no means abandoned. The 
work will go on briskly for a week. 
If then she is not floated there will 
be but one recourse for her owners. 
They will have to pass the sentence 
of death upon the beautiful ship, 
with all her handsomely decorated, 
mirrored, richly furnished saloons, 
her wonderful machinery, her fine

The 1720 passengers of the strand- 
ed ship were landed in Hoboken early 
today. They had been taken off Fri- 
Gay afternoon by the Irene’s sister 
ship, the Prins Frederi Wiihetm, 
while the band. of the stranded ship 
played the liveliest of musio. 


No Panic on Board. 
There was excitement a the

transfer, but nothing I!ke fear or 
panic. It was simply the pleasurable 
excitement of those who knew relief 
had come from what promised to be 
a perilous predicament and were im- 
patient to accept it. They passed 
aboard the tug in the best of order, 
even the little children. The cabin 


‘passengers pluckily let those in the 


steerage go first. They so thorough- 
ly understood their own safety that 
they decided that whatever nervous- 
ness existed among the excited per- 
sons below should be instantl yal- 
layed.’

The mortality from tuberculosis, bron- 
chitis and pneumonia was lewer in St. 
Louls last week than in the preceding 
seven days. Deaths from pneumonia 
were but 2%—a decrease of 18, compared 
with the previous week’s total. Fifteen 
persons died of consumption and five of 
bronchitis. The deathrell, however, was 
199, just one more than for the pre- 
ceding seven days. 

Measles was fatal in three of the sev- 
eral hundred cases on the Health De- 
partment’s records. Four persogs died 
of scariatina and two of diphtheria. 
There was one d@eath from cerebre- 
spinal fever.

85 MILES’ OF TIRES 


A man with a penchant for freak 
calculations has compounded some 
interesting figures based upon an 
order for 60,000 pneumatio.tires re- 
cently placed with the United States

The average diameter of the wheels 
upon which the castings are to be 
fitted was; found to be 34 inches. 
The length of a 34-inch shoe when» 
stretched over a distance of ground 
is 8 feet 104-5 inches, to be exact. 
Taking the 50,000 tires and comput- 
ing théir combined length on a basis 
of miles cut and laid end to end, 
they would form a continuous track 
of rubber 85 miles long. This 
would cover the distance be- 
tweeen New York and Philadelphia.

TIRES NOT KEPT TIGHT. 


“Tf every motorist would always be 
careful to keep his tires inflated to 
the proper riding pressure at least 40 
per cent of tire trouble would be 
eliminated,” says J. D. Anderson of 
the United«States Tire Co. “The ma- 
jority of tires that go wrong do so 
because they have been ridden with- 
out gufficient inflation.

His defense was that he 
acted in good faith and he described at 
length how he became convinced of De 
Angelis’ guilt. He said in substance: 

“Two days before the murder De 
Angelis came to my home and asked 
to be given a room for three days. 
Later I understood this to have been 
a ruse on his part to ald him in es- 
tablishing an alibi after Cuoccolo had 
been killed. Sometime afterward he 
returned to my house disguised as a 
coal heaver and ‘opening his coat, 
exhibited a dagger. I allowed him to

Feared Arrest and Figd, 

“Later he came to me clean shaven 
and explained his former disguise by 
saying that he was at Castellammare 
Adriatico when Vitozzi arrived there 
to make inquiries In the interests of 
Enrico Alfano, who Was then under 
suspicion, — 

“De Angelis said he feared arrest 
end fled. He showed a wound in 
the leg which apparently had been 
caused by a penknife. His actions 
from the first convinced me that he 
was one of the murderers of Cuoc- 
colo,”

Every item even as small as one 
of two cents of the household ex- 
penses of the Jéfferson family during 
their stay at the White House from 
1805 and 1809,.was carefully put down 
and showed that prices of eggs and 
potatoes as well as canvasback duck 
and mushrooms have changed but lit- 
tle since then. Many of the entries 
were made in French by Jefferson's 
steward, E.yLemoire, and the balance 
at the end of ‘almost every month 
showed there was something com- 
ing to M. Lemoire. 

This manuscript was one of many 
ofthe famous Bixby collection that was 
exhibited Thursday night.

Andrew Sendlein of 
3118 Locust street is organizing the 
society here. Papers of incorporation 
are expected,to be issued before 
May 1. 

“The object of the Forward (Co- 
Operative Society,” said Sendlein yes- 
terday, “will Be to procure for its 
members pure, wholesome and un- 
adultefated foods at prevailing cash 
prices, and to effect a saving to its 
members on purchases made. It 
will achieve this by wholesale buy- 
ing direct from the producer, thus 
cutting out the profits of the long 
list of middlemen.” 

Sendlein\and his associates have 
been working up the organization in 
St. Louis for more than a year, but 
they did not care to make public the 
result of their efforts until they 
were well along. The idea originated 
in Germany more than 20 years ago, 
and’societies of this kind are in op- 
eration there as well as in Austria, 
France and England, to the satisfac- 
tion of the: members. 

“They are not only a great saving 
to the members,’ said Sendiein, “but 
they have regularly paid dividends 
on their stock, form a surpfus from 
which they erect their own buildings. 

1000 Families Members. 

“In St. Louis’ we already have a 
membership of more than 1000 fami- 
lies and are confident of having at 
least 6000 members when we incor- 
porate.’’ 

Each applicant for membership, by 
tye rules of the society, is required to 
pay 60 cents as a fee. He then can 
purchase a share of stock in the as- 
sotiation, if he desires, at $5, but 
five ,shares will be the largest num- 
ber than any individual may hold. 

“The first step of the society,’ con- 
tinued Sendlein, “will be to enter the 
retail siness and establish a retail 
grocery in South St. Louis somewhere 
near the Anheuser-Busch Brewery, 
as hundreds of employes of that con- 
cern have already joined the*soclety. 
We have been getting prices from 
producers all over the, cougtny, and 
we find that we can sell the best 
quality of gods to our members at an 
average of 55 per cent of what they 
have been paying. 

“We will buy our goods, so far as 
ts possible from union concerns, but 
will not feel bound to do so. Our 
membership is not confined to mem- 
bers of unions, as the society is open 
to all working men or women, pro- 
vided they are plrchasers of goods 
for their own use.”

Bosenbury said that Mrs. Strater was 
fond of moving picture shows, and that 
he believed she got a suicidal mania 
from watching them.

District and Are Now Deep 
in Uplift Movement. 


HUSBANDS TAKE A. HAND 


Good Roads Part of the Scheme 
—Children to Be Formed 
Into an Association. 


» 

The -women of the Harrisen School 
District in St. Lotis Cotnty have gone 
in for the uplift. 

The women of the district first or- 
ganized themselves into a mothers’ club. 
Then they organized the men into an 
association and now they are going te 
organize the boys and the girls. 

Above other things they want good 
roads. Accordingly they named their 
own organization the Harrison Schoel 
Mothers’ Good Roads for Child Welfare 
Club. 

Get Government Aid. 

Next they sent a cemmittee to see 
Judge Hackman of the County Court 
to learn whether they could get a slice 
of the county road fund for the im- 
provements. 

“T think well of your idea,” the Judge 
told the wemen’s committee. “Bend your 
husbands to see me and I will talk 
it ever with them and wee what can be 
done.” 

That is how the women came to or- 
ganize the men into the Fathers’ Olub. 
But the women did not step there. They 
wrote to Logan Waller Page at Wash- 
ington, Government Directer of Public 
Roads, and asked him what he could 
do for them. Page wrote back that he 
would send an engineer to bufld their 
roads. 

But Page reminded the women that 
he could not furnish the labor or the 
materials for the roads. He pointed 
out that when the Governemnt built 
a mile of model road in Stoddard 
County everybody turned out to help. 
Everybody meant not only the men 
and the women but the boys and the 
girls as well 

And that is one of the reasons why 
the women are now organizing the 
boys into Cadets and the girls in- 
te “The Pick and Shovel Club.” 

The officers of the women’s club 
are as follows: Mrs. Martha Moore, 
county chairman; Mrs. Henry Gosh- 
ert of Vinita Park, president; Mrs. 
Hollis Alexander of Wheaton, vice- 
pres.dent; Mrs. Gowenlock of Wheat~ 
on, second vice-prisident; Mrs. Fox 
of lLynhurst, secretary, and Mrs. 
Bresche of Vinita Park, treasurer. 


Organizations Are Permanent. 

“The Girls’ Pick and Shovel Club 
and the Cadets as well as the fathers’ 
and mothers’ clubs are going to be 
permanent organizations,” Mrs, Moore 
tola4 a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day. “The pick and shovel in this 
instance are to stand for construc- 
tion of character as well as building 
roads. We hope to have the school 
building thrown open for public 
meetings and the girls are to be 
taught cooking and sewing and other 
branches of domestic science. 

“The boys are to be soldiers in 
uniform, fighting first of all for good 
roads to the gchool house, Mrs. 
Frank DeGarmo, 56900 Clemens av- 
enue, St. Louis, whe is chairman of 
the Good Roads for Child Wellfare 
Department of the National Congress 
of Mothers, has told us that the or- 
ganization will supply the uniforms 
for the Cadets. They will be khaki.” 

The Harrison School district in- 
cludes Vinita Park, Wheaton and 
Lynhurst. The school is three miles 
from Delmar Garden on the Creve 
Coeur electric line.

A hundred thousand dollars a year 
wil} be saved by the Board of Edu- 
cation if the results of a new method 
of letting contracts for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of schools to 
individual bidders, instead of general 
contractors, are as good throughout 
the year as they have been on the 
three pieces of work that have been 
contracted for since the pian was 
adopted. °* 

A saving of 10 per cent was ef- 
fected on these. The expenditures of 
the board the last fiscal year on new 
buildings and permanent§ improve- 
ments were $1,017,355.03, On an ex- 
penditure approximately as great thie 
present year, @ 10 per cent saving 
would be above $100,000. 

The old way was to let the contract 
for the entire jub to one general con- 
tractor, who in turn would sublet the 
plumbing, sewering, gasfitting, heat- 
ing and ventilating, heat regulating, 
electric Nght wiring and fixtures, 
clock system, etc., and charge a per- 
centage, usually 10 per. cent, for his 
trouble. The result was that on the 
work done by the sub-contractors 
the board paid about 10 per cent more 
than the sub-contractors charged for 
their work. The board was saved the 
trouble and expense of inspecting and 
supervising the work of the sub- 
contractors. 

Sub-Contractors Object. 

The plan was objectionable to the 
sub-contractors. On big jobs they 
had to wait a long time for their 
money, as they could not be paid un- 
til the general contractor’s work was 
finished.

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“The Monroe Doctrine Is a ITwo-Edged Sword 
and We Must Not Flinch if It Cuts Both Ways 
in Mexico’ Says John Hays Hammond, Pioneer 


Defends Mobilization of 
Troops, Denies Wall Street, 
Caused It and Warns Us 
Not to Portray Our Repre- 
sentatives of Capital as 
Plundering Freebooters.

NEW YORK, April 8. 

OTe future of our trade must nat- 
urally lie in TLatin-America,”’ 

said John Hays Hammond. It is 

time Americans understood the value of 
fAreating Latin-Americans with more dis- 
cretion, greater respect, serieusly, in 
short. Nor will it help American plio- 
neers, who go to open these markets, to 
get advertised in the American pa- 
pers as pirates and freebooters. The 
Monree doctrine is a double-edged word 
We must not use it in a way that strikes 


the Latin-Americans as patrenizing. Wef 


should not carry it in a fashion that 
will make it look te Europe like a chip 
en our shoulder. 

‘The suggestion that American invea- 
tors in Mexice had anything to do with 
the mobilizations of our troops in Iexas 
is nonsense. Any suggestion that this 
Government has any desire to acquire 
Mexican territory in preposterous.’ Nel- 
ther American aor foreign interests in 
Mexico have had anything te do with 
fomenting revolution there. The up- 

rising is purely a matter of domestic 
pohtics. I hope and rather expect that 
the recent concessions made by Presi- 
dent Diaz hold out the promise that 
order will be restored. But such talk 
as that about American mine owners us- 
ing troops against Mexico, or idle gos- 
sip about “Taking the flag te the ditch,’ 
simply damage our Latin-American 
chances. 

“There is ne reason why our“mobil!za- 
tion of troops in Texas should hurt 
Latin-American interest in us, unless the 
treatment of this movement in reck- 
less fashion in some newspapers as a 
‘war’ threat rouses Latin-American sus- 
picion. The sending of these troops to 
Texas was the natural thing, the thing 
the situation required, and it has been a 
successful operatien. ©I do not believe 
any politics can be made of it at home.” 


| Busy at Many Things. 
IONEER of new lands, the advance 
P scout of commerce and mobiliza- 
tion, Mr. Hammond reluctantly 
consented to be interviewed. With Mex- 
ican, Russian and American develop- 
ment interests on his hands, detailed as 
special American ambassador b King 
George’s coronation, busy with his 
pleasant social relations in Washing- 
ton, which include many White House 
engagements, turning aside to look after 
his National Civic Association werk, 
Yale and gerieral education and a dozen 
other progressive movements in which 
he is Interested, finding time for the en- 
joyment of that family life which is his 
greatest happiness—well, John Hays 
Hammond looked to me like the most 
active man. in America. 

In an hour's fascinating talk, I got 
aquainted with John. Hays Hammond, 
the man, the marvel, the magician. A 
little Irishman, with an imagination like 
Aladdin’s lamp, he burns a bit of it, 
waves his hand and there, in the rosy 
glare before tee eyes is the castle of 
Spain, | 
“Isn't it, ien’t it, isn’t it?’ he de- 
mands eagerly. “Why not?” _ 

The odd thing about it, too, is that 
the castle is still there when you 
wake up from your dreams in the 
morning, the castle solid and sup- 
Stantial. You wake from most pro- 
moters’ dreams, you know, with a 
headache, your savings spent, and 
nothing but a bit, of paper in your 
hand, which turns out to be worth- 
less stock. Hammond does not deal 
in stocks. But from Cecil Rhodes to’

Such silly reports look like 
a poorly calculated effort to manu.- 
racture political capitalk Personally, 
1 know nothing of the reasons which 
aetermined the administration to senda 
troops to Texas. I know nothing; 
tnat is, more than the average citizen 
xnows, and that is whet the papers 
printed. But the justification for 
tnat step must be apparent. 


Justified Army Mobilization. 


“First, it was our Government's 
auty to preserve our neutrality lawn. 
to prevent shipment of munitions ot 


war across the border, and te pre- 
vent, too, our citizens from taking 
part or assisting either side. Secona, 
mot onty the interests of our citizens

66 NY suggestion that this Govern- 
A ment has any desire te acquire 
Mexican territory is preposter- 
ous,”” he exclaimed. ‘Such gossip as 
you mention is back-door gossip and 
nonsense. No financiers in the United 
Etates worth taking serieusly ever talked 
like that. But the occasional outbreak 
of such talk is another reasen why 
our Government must take careful steps 
to preserve neutrality on the Mexican 
border.

‘Your conservation talk naturally 
suggests Guggenheim and Alaska,” I 
said, and Mr. Hammond laughed. 

“What, again?’ he retorted, and 
then rather grimly, he said: 

“Personally, I have never tnvested 
a doliar im Alnska. It is one of the 
| few countries I have never visited.

Our Alaska Policy a Mistake. 
a T is true that, as one interested 

| in the development of our 
natural resources, I think it is 


a great mistake to tie up and prevent 
the development of an important min- 


eral like Alaska coal, a coal which is 
not only essential to the development 
of Afaska itself, but which is badly 
needéd by the Pacific coast as well. 
But our laws covering Alaska coal 
have prohibited anything like the 
formation of a company to work a 
real mine. Men could not lawfully 
combine their claims, either. Now, no 
man is going to work 150 acres with 
his own pick,.shovel and a bag to 
carry the coal out of as deep a hole 
as he can dig in the ground. This 
has compelled men either to let the 
Alaskan coa] alone, or to plan some 
dishonest, or at least unlawful, trick, 
to enable them to mine this territory. 
I never had anything to do with such 
business. But these laws could and 
ought to be amended.” 

John Hays Hammond has been pic- 
tured as a filibuster in South Africa, 
promoter . of Guggenheim Alaskan 
raids, either as a joke or exploiter 
in politics, a Wall street magnate, a 
trust mar, and, generally speaking, 
aS an unscrupulous hunter of mil- 
lions. An investigation does not sup- 
port this characterization. 

Born in San. Francisco, in 1866. 
Maj. Hammond, his prosperous fath- 
er, sent John Hays Hammond 
through Yale and the Royal School 
of Mines in Freiburg, Germany. On 
his return he examined California’s 
gold fields for the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, became a consulting 
engineer for the Central and South- 
ern Pacific Railroads, and was min- 
ing in Mexico under exciting cir- 
cumstances, when Barney Barnato 
gave him $40,000 a year to, go to 
South Africa. He soon shifted to 
Cecil Rhodes, starting at $60,000. He 
vigorously opposed the Jameson raid, 
sending frantic telegrams telling Dr. 
Jameston to stop after he started 
President Kruger arrested Hammond, 
and Mrs. Hammond put up a fight to 
free her husband that electrified the 
world. President Kruger gave Ham- 
mond his liberty after making him 
pay a fine of $125,000, and the broken 
man, arriving in London, made his 
first appeal for a fairer treatment of 
the Boers. 

On his return to the United States 
he first pulled a big British syndi- 
cate out of a Western mining hole. 
Then he wag tempted into his Gug- 
genheim connection. He told his 
friends he meant to make the Gug- 
genheims' the highest salary any 
mining engineer had ever drawn, be- 
cause he thought his work entitled 
him to it. The connection was 
pbréken sooner than anyone knew. 
Hammond wag never connected with 
the trust side of the Guggenheim in- 
terests, he explains. 

“Curiously enough I have no in- 
vestment in trusts, mor have ever 
had,’ he says, “and, although I have 
no prejudice against them, I think 
the Government should . regulate 
them, especially when they show 
monopolistic tendencies. Trusts 
ought to behave themselves, like any 
ether fellow in business. Do you 
know these Wall street chaps call me 
a ‘radicar’?”?” Hammond asked this 
with a smile. “I have never spect- 
lated {n Wall streeet,” he added re- 
flectively. “That has never attracted 

e.” 

Hammond does not promote stocks. 
He has earned a huge amount of 
money, but “earned” is the word. 

“People would laugh,” he said, “If 
I said I 4id not: work for money. 
Naturally, I. wanted enough for our 
needs and pleasures and desires and 
these have grown, of course, but I 
could have retired long ago, as far as 
that goes. But I couldn't stand leis- 
ure. I work harder than I used° to, 
much harder.” 

He is very close to Mr. Taft. 

“How long have you known him?" 
somebody asked him once. 

“Thirty-five years, about. President 
Taft was in my brother's class at 
Yale, two years behind me.” So Ham- 
mond met the hint that he had 
wormed his way into the confidence of 
a President, merely, and for ulterior 
motives.

Concepcion, about four miles from the scene of 
the ambuscade. 

After resting a while, however, the march was 
taken up again, and this, time they stopped on

the bank of a small river, where the prisoners 
learned they were to await-the arrival of Gen. 
Aquino, a Filipino officer in command of that 
province. 

As the two American soldiers lay under the 
shade of.the fronds pf a giant fern they took 
stock of each other’s wounds. A flap of skin 
hung down over Pederson’s left .eye, where it 


through the muscles of the back of his neck, and 
his left hand, where a bolo had deprived him of 
his rifle, had lost several fingers 

Norval was in worse plight. His arm had been 
almost severed at the wrist from a stroke of the 
terrible weapon that had cut him down. A deep 
cut went to the skull over the left ear, he had a 
gash in the back of the neck where a savage 
Pampango had tried to decapitate him, and the 
tip of his left elbow had been sliced off. 


| BULL CART was called up, the prisoners 

A were placed on it and the march again be- 

gan into the interior. Neither Norval nor 
Pederson knew where they were being taken. but 
from the actions of their captors they had little 
hope that it would be to live. 

It was the middle of the following afternoon 
before they were stopped at a barracks, which 
proved to be a small garrison commanded _ by 
Maj. Blardoni. This officer was quite a decent 
sort of chap, for he ordered out the garrison sur- 
geon and told him to dress their wounds. This 
was a-very painful proceeding, for their cuts had 
stiffened since they had been received, and op- 
erating on them proved worse than the pain 
of being wounded, 

But they had not long to stay under the guard- 
ianship of the kind young officer. The next day 
they were ordered out of their prison. This time 
they were forced to march, for the command 
took to the mountain trails, where an ox cart 
could not go. 

The first day they marched six miles, to where 
Gen. Aquino established a headquarters and sent 
out scouts, They suffered horrible hardships, 
tramping along the forest trails on their tender 
feet, which were cut and maimed by thorns and 
flinty stones and poisoned by noxious tropical 
plants. ; 

The trail was strick the next day:and the 
climb began into the heights of the mountains. 
It was evident to Norval and Pederson from the 
actions of the Pampangoes that they feared that 
American troops were not far behind them. 
Pederson, who had been an army scout in his 
day, surmised this from the actions of the Pam- 
pango spies when they returned to camp after 
being out several hours. 

They hoped that the troops might catch up 
with these guerrilla soldiers. But Pederson told 
Norval that if there was any prospect of an at- 
tack from the American soldiers, or even if they 
were hard pressed, as prisoners of war they 
would be taken out and shot. 

They climbed for several days in-agony. Their 
shirts and trousers, which were the only clothes 
they had been allowed to retain, were in rags. 
Their feet were masses of cuts and swollen and 
bruised tissue. Their faces and’ heads had been, 
cut and blackened by the branches of trees, and’ 
they were sore in every muscle from sleeping 
on the rocky ground. 

At last Gen. Aquino ordered a halt and made 
what he called Camp Comanzi. Our poor ad- 
venturer had reached a stage of illness and fa- 
tigue that made anything rather than the con- 
tinual daily climb preferable—he even thought 
that death would be a blessed relief. 

A small hut was built of bamboo:and nipa 
grags, and this was to be their ‘prison. In front 
was a small shelter roof, under which their 
guards kept away from the terrible rays of the 
sun by day and safe from the heavy night dews. 

Poor Pederson had been suffering terribly 
from his wounds, the heat and the fighting man’s 


blind rage at his impotency to do battle with

NE day as they lay ina : etapor from weak-- 
( ) ness and the heat in their prison they 
heard a new sort of commotion without. 
They knew the various sounds of the camp—the 
soldiers fighting their game cocks and quarreHng 
over, their cards. 

This was a sound of jubilation such as they 
had not heard before. Then to their earg came 
the sound of a hearty American curse, and a 
voice which said: 

“See here, you black man, if you don’t stop 
prodding me in the back with that bayonet, I'll 
give you a good licking as soon as you untie my 
hands.” 

The prisoners in the little nipa hut sat up. It

The door of the hut was 
thrown- open, three American 
soldiers were thrust in and the door 
locked again. 

Fér a moment. the three stood and looked with 
amazement at the pitiable creatures stretched 
ort on the floor. Then they stooped and exam- 
ined them with compassion on their faces, for 
by this time Norval and Pederson were almost 
at death’s door. ° 

The new men proved to be Alonzo Brown, C. C. 
Cook and Jesse Cook, who had been captured 
from Company B, Ninth United States Infantry. 

These three men were in fair physical condi- 
tion and were able to give their wounded com- 
rades some attention, and to cheer them up, so 
that life was made a little more endurable. 

All night their guards sat about a tiny fire of 
cocoanut fiber under the shelter in front of their 
prison, chattering in the Pambango language, 
smoking cigarettes and quarreling over a dice 


game, so that it was impossible for the prisoners . 


to sleep. 

This was life at Camp-Comanzi, which became 
more and more\ unendurable, and had it not 
been for the genial good humor of Alonzo Brown, 
who joked and laughed as if in his own barracks, 
Norval does not know how he could have sur- 
vived the days that followed. 

It was on the night of Jan. 4, 1900, Norval re- 
members, that the activity in the camp was. un- 
usual, so that he did not sleep, but lay awake 
peering through the cracks of his prison wall. 
He saw men come and go after conferring with 
Gen. Aquino and his officers. 

He awoke Pederson and told him about it. 
“That means that our troops are approaching,” 
grunted the Commissary Sergeant. “You’re about 
to reach the climax of your adventure, boy.” 
Then he turned over and went to sleep again. 


S the night grew small Norval fell into an 
A uneasy slumber, which was broken by the 
noise of the door of his hut being thrown 
open and the entrance of two armed Pampangoes. 
The sleeping soldiers were driven to their feet 
by prods of their bayonets: and they were ordered 
out. Judging from the light in the sky, it was 
about 4:30 o’clock. 

In the jungle the parrots and. the monkeys 
were making an almost intolerable noise as they 
awoke to the activities of the day and the search 
for food and place in the trees. 

‘Well, I reckon this is where we get ours,” 


said Alonzo Brown, who was helping Norval to ° 


his feet. “This is what you are liable to get 
when you go a-soldiering.” There was nothing 
bitter in Brown’s manner of saying it; just the 
expression of a plain fact. 


The five of them—Norval, Pederson, Alonzo 
Brown and the Cook brothers—were led into the 
center of the clearing the Pampangoes had made 
in the jungle for their camp. Everywhere prep- 
arations were being made to strike camp. Al- 
ready the nipa prison was burning. The tent 
of the General was being struck. Camp equipage 
was being packed. 

Gen. Aquino, with extravagant politeness and 
a slender knowledge of the English lIagguage, 
told the Americans that he regretted exceed- 
ingly that, owimg to the usages of war, it was 
necessary to execute the sentence of death passed 
upon them as spies of a hostile army, but. that, 
as they were Americans, he would permit them 
to face their executioners rather than turn the 
back. With this he commanded them to kneel. 

His ragged, barefooted soldiers, dressed in cot- 
ton jackets and trousers, placed the five Amer- 
icans in a line, but did them the honor of neither 
binding nor blindfolding them. . 

Twenty feet away stood Gen. Aquino in a showy 
uniform, so greatly in contrast with his mi 
able troops that he resembled one of the brilliant 
cockatoos of the jungle in the midst of a lot of 
wretched barn fowls. 

Facing the five Americans were nine of the 
Filipino soldjers with poised rifles. 

Aquino raised his sword and every Americap 
of them looked. directly into the muzzles of the 
rifles pointed at them. 

I asked Norval what he thdught and felt. at 
that moment. 

“My. mind was in a jumble at that time, to 
tell the truth,” he answered. “I was éxcited and 
feverish. I didn’t want to die, that’s a fact,

Poor Chris Pederson was killed in Mindanao

Norval was unable to do cethan military duty, 
,and entered the army transport service, in 
which he remained for more than a year. He 
then received the appointment in Manila Bay, 
where he was for four years. 

His wounds, received when he was captured 
and later shot by the Pampangoes, had so racked 
his health that he was compelled to return to 
the United States, and he now draws a disability 
pension.

He Takes to Railroads. 


O it was more than forty years ago that 
S Morgan found there was something in 
banking beyoud those desk operations, 
common, country wide, which engage the atten- 
tion of two tellers and bookkeepers on ledgers 
from A to Z. Railroading up to that tinre had 
Mu-rgan more 
than any other man made it the game of finan- 
ciers. He became then and there the first 
commissioner of combines. , Morgan the dumi- 
nant had one foot in the stirrup. 

By turning back a page here we may go for- 
In the year that J. P. Morgan 
was born Francis Martin Drexel, an Austrian 
from the Tyrol who painted portraits with some 
success and had come to the United States to 
better his cond‘tion and had sucteeded, opened a 
bank in Philadelphia. Anthon} J. Drexel, his 
son, then 13 years of age, had a place behind the 
counter. Together, father and son, they worked 
and thrived, and when with the death of the 
pioneer the son counted the accumulated funds 
re found a small] fortune. This, as is said of 
Croesus, he o phesarge Shaman pen In. poet a 
thony J. Drexel os J. Pierpont Morgan, w n-

Nothing more natural. 
All that antedates this in thé life of Mcrgzan 
may be said to have been preparatory. He had 
accomplished mrch, of course, but the ,poch of 
doing large things in Wall street was still: to 
come. The new partnership was in contempla- 
tion of those large thirzs. The firm name be- 
came Drexel, Morgan & Co., for Drexel was the 
gider and the richer. Also there began at this 
time the first combination of men embraced in 
the title “and company”—a secondary rartner- 
ship which, for one reason or another, has un- 
dergone sO mary changes,and rearrangements 
that the total of all those who at one time have 
touched elbows numbers one for each of the 40 
years. In part this astonishing record is ex- 
part- 
ners in one or more’ of the four Morgan firms, 
but che rea explanation must be sought else- 
where. 

To be a partner of J. P. Morgan has its ad- 
vantages, likewise its tremendous exactions. 
is a saying in Wall street that all of Morgan’s 
n.en die rich, which may be called gold-plated 
irony. Lazare Weiller, eminent Frenchman of 
letters, who gave leisurely study to Morgan, 
summed up this phase of the partnership rela- 
tion by saying: “He has used up the brain 
power of numerous assistants, but his own has 
stood steadfast.” 


His Widespread Interests. 


= OR 22 yéars Drexel, Morgan & Co. held front 
rank in the private banking affairs of the 
country. Morgan became the real foree in 
the firm.* He dared. It became a firm of com- 
mand and caution, for Drexel was a money con- 
servative. Death took the elder Morgan in 1890 
and Anthony J. Drexel in 1893. Drexel the sec- 
ond remained in the firm for a time thereafter, 
but finding the enjoyment of life more impor- 
tant than piling higher a fortune already 
great, he retired. 

Quite apart from the success which had come 
to Morgan from his own finger touch on larger 
finance, Drexel in Philadelphia’ and his own 
father in London had builded for him. Obvious- 
ly affairs shaped themselves—the properties cre- 
ated by these two were to be his. It needed only 
certain settlements and the writing of partner- 
ship papers. Some will call this fortune, others 
Morgan became the head of the House, 
which meant four houses—New York, Philadel- 
phia,. London, Paris. 

While * Morgan was still playing on a small

Whenever there is occa- 
sion, which is not infrequent, for Morgan to 
speak to the United States Government, or for 
the Government to get the Morgan ear, Steele 
does the business. He has expressed so much 
of the Morgan opinion as has been well tog,utter 
to Secretaries of the Treasury in more than one 
Cabinet, just as Morgan himself has sat opposite 
Presidents and had his say. Of course, Stele is 
rich. He speaks the Morgan voice as director 
in nearly thirty corporations. 


The Morgan Traditions. 


HARLES H. COSTER burned himself out 
in the Morgan service. He was a big 
partner, as men go in the concern. He 

entered the firm in 1883 and died in 1900. He 
was a Newport boy, and when he came to New 
York, wearing a home-made -necktie, obtained 
employment in the firm of which Egisto P: Fab- 
bri was a methber, and later followed Fabbri into 
Morgan’s. He’ got the thame of The Great. Res- 
urrectionist: because of his abil'ty in handling 
cases of what used to be called corporation pneu- 
monia, which meant foreclosure. He helped con- 
solidate the Vanderbilt properties in the Middle 
West, passed the check which gave Morgan the 
Reading and grew pale and furrowed. Trains 
on the Erie stopped a minute at the hour of his 
funeral—and then put on steam again. Coster 
He was 48 
when he died and had _been an old man for 10 
vears. . 

Like the Burnses, father and son, in London, 
WiMam P. Hamilton got his partnership through 
marriage.

Once he stood behind a teller’s desk in 4&4

vault into the atmosphere of active millions. 
He got the chance. The First National Bank 
found him and put him on the’ ladder with 
many upward rungs. He elimbed to the vite- 
presidency, became Secretary of the Clearing 
House and having arrived, as the saying goes in 
the street, Morgan took him. That was three 
years ago. He has been in the limelight ever 
since. He is a figure in the protective association 
which, in times of stress, either stpports a weak 
bank or tdkes’ it, as occasion suggests; a live 
factor in the consolidation of the Morton Trust 
Co., the Fifth Avenue Trust and the Guaranty 
Trust, a friend in a sense apart from dollars of 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., ahd a director of several 


banks. 

Two men retired from the Morgan firm in De- 
cember, 1916. They were George W. Perkins and 
Edward F.. Whitney. The retirement of Perkins 
was important.

4 AVING discovered this to be 
H true the Kansas Legislators 
decided it was necessary to 

let the people of the State know

Therefore the legislature appropri- 
ated enough money to give each high

These legislators contend that 
wnile a cut of sirloin costing 22 


' gents a pound is far more palatable 
-, than a cut of beef shoulder costing 
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12 cents, when both are cooked in the 
usual manner, yet there is a way 
of cooking and serving the shoulder 
which will make it equally as tender 
and palatable as the sirloin, and this 
way is to be shown to the rising 
generation in: Kansas. 

The same principle may be applied 
to the cooking of corn meal, which 
is the most nutritious of all ‘foods 
investigated by the Kansas Legisla- 
ture. It contains three times as much 
protein, fats, carbohydrates and 
food value as wheat bread, and 20 
times as much as beef or mutton 
or eggs. And corn meal foods are 
much more nutritious than any of 
the «cereal foods that are commonly 
used. in its place for breakfasts in 
Kansas and that cost much more than 
corn meal. But as ordinarily put up- 
on the table at present, the cereal 
foods are much more palatable. 

That is because folks do not know 
how to cook corn meai foods. The 
ordinary corn meal mush is soggy 
and heavy and indigestible. The corn 
bread is usually served in the sam. 
uninviting form. | 

But there is a way of cooking corn 
meal mush and corn bread into lus- 
cious and palatable foods, and the 
Kansas Legislature has foun: that 
way and is going to have it taught 
to the girls of the State. 

This will be beneficial to the State 
in three directions; it will create 
& greater demand for the staple 
product of th 
prairies; it will give its péople a bet- 
ter brain and muscle-building food 
than it has now, and thus rear a pop- 
ulation of stronger.men and women; 
and it. will give the people of the 
State more money to spend for other 
things than food. 


“Breakfast Foods” Knocked. 


. The Kansas State Board of Héalth 
also has taken up the problem, and 
the latest bulletin of that department 
is devoted exclusively to the food 
problem, and shows the values of dif- 
ferent kinds of foods commonly used. 
The bulletin shows that while some 
kinds of food may be more palatable 
than others, still it is not economy 
to use them, as the more palatable 
foods often do not contain as much 
nutrition as less inviting’ materials. 

Makers of breakfast cereals have 
been doing much advertising lately of 
the special nutritive value of the par- 
ticular product of their mills not to 
be found in the grain or céreal from 
which the product ig made. This, the 
Board of Health says ig entirely false, 
and from a sandsaint of food econ- 
omy, these products have no legiti- 
mate ground for existence.. These 
cereals sell at from two to five times 
the price of flour or meal made from 
the same grains. :

In 
physics, a calorie is the amount of 
heat which would raise the tempera- 
ture of one pound of water four de- 


real value of the food does 
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grees Farenheit. The consumption of 
foods requires the presence of oxygen, 
and when the food becomes oxidized, 
its potential energy is transformed 
into heat and power. The heat given 
off in the oxidization of a ¢ertain 
quantity of food is called the heat of 
combustion, and the nutritive value 
of foods is measured by the caloric 
or the heat of combustion. 

Protein, the nitrogenous com- 
pounds, such as lean meat, the white 
of an egg and the gluten of wheat, 
forms about 18 per cent by weight 
of the body of the average man, and 
protein is estimated to have a food 
value of 1820 calories per pound. Eats 
form 1% per cent of the body weight 
and have a food value of 4040 calories 
a pound, The carbohydrates. such 
as starch, sugar and the fiber of

Shoes Made in St. Louis 


HEREVER there is a United 
W States soldier today he wears 
a pair of St. Louis-made 
shoes. On Alaskan mountain trails, 
in the tropical marches of the Phil- 
ippines, on the sandy shores of 
Porto Rico, in every army post in 
America the soldiers of Uncle Sam 
are wearing shoes made in St. Louis, 
and underwear made in Fairfield, 
lil., ‘and drinking milk condensed 
in St. Louis. 

Few persons, even int St. Louis, 
are aware of the great amount of 
money brought to St. Louis through 
the Quartermaster and commissary 
departments here. 

This year Major W. M. Coulling, 
quartermaster, U. 8S. A., depot 


| quartermaster, and Capt. W. H. Wil- 
‘gén, quartermaster U. 8S. A., assist- 


ant to depot quartermaster, will sup- 
ply the entire army of the United 
States with shoes made in St. Louis, 
That will require 225,000 pairs 
which will cost $500,000. They will 
supply 30,000 pair of summer draw- 
ers, worth $10,000, and all veterin- 
ary’ supplies for all the army posts 
east of the Rocky Mountains ex- 
cept New England. This incjudes 
medicines, dressings, instruments for 
all the horses’ and mules.in that 
part of the army. 

In addition full veterinary supplies 
for 15,000 animals are carried in 
stock at all times in the depot at 
Secona and Arsenal streets, 

In this depot is carried at all 


times $2,500,000 worth of stores, in-. 


cluding a years’ supply of Class A 
goods which includes everything 
u in the army from carpet tacks 
to lumber, such as carpenters’, build- 
ers’, mechanics’ and wheelwrights’ 
tools, engine and electrical supplies, 
harness, table..ware, kitchen uten- 
sils, camp equipment, bedding, pick- 
axes, spades, buckets and paints. 

This office settles all accounts with 
23 different railroads and supplies 
14 national cemeteries with articles 
necessary to keep them in repair, 
which requires an expenditure of 
$1260 for each of the 14. 

-_In one year $900,000 of miiscel- 
laneous supplies are shipped from 
here and all of them are bought fn 
In one year 20,423,052 
pounds of supplies are shipped 
the quartermaster alone. 
termaster emplors 102 civilians and

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plies the quartermaster carries in

According to the 
Maronite doctors, their sect has ad- 
gh from the beginning of Chris- 
tianfty to the Roman Catholic wor- 
ship, but this claim is disputed, not 
only by -seeular. historians, but by 
Catholic writers themselves. 


From Maron the Hermit. 


The accepted view is that the 
founder of the body was Maron, a 
hermit whose cel] was upon the slope 
of cedared Mount Lebanon in the 
fourth century. He had been trained 
in the congregation at Antioch, which 
was founded by SS. Paul and Barna- 
bas. and which f)patriotic Syrians, 
brushing away the claims of Jerusa- 
em, boast was the first Christian 
church in the world. Maron gath- 
ered young men about him and 
founded a monastery, according to 
tradition. 

The Maronites, who hed the Ori- 
ental itch of theological disputation, 
evolved what is known as the Mon- 
othelite heresy, which agitated the 
councils of the church for years. It 
was @ belicf that the personality of 
Christ was actuated by but one will, 
or energy. Other theologians, who 
held that Jesus of Nazafeth had two 
personalities—one human and one 
divine—eould not believe that both 
could be animated by the same will. 
The Maronites also held the Mono- 
physite doctrine, afterwards con- 
demned as a heresy, that Christ had 
but one nature instead of two. They 
could not pe ve, they argued, how 
the human and divine could exist side 
by side in the Savior without detrt- 
ment to either or both. 

When both the Monophysites and 
Monothelites were anathematized as 
heretics by the Patriarchs of Con- 
stantinople, one of the Syrian bish- 
ops the obstinacy of his 
race by exclaiming that he had rath- 
er be cut piecemeal and thrown into 
the sea than admit that Christ had 
two personalities.

fhe orthodox Emperors at Constan- 
tinople with invasions of fire and 
sword, and at one time 15,000 Ma- 
ronites were forcibly colonised in 
Thrace. In the meantime the na .es 
‘Maronite’ and “Monothelite”  be- 
came almost syhonymous in the co 
pious vocabulary of pious invective 
wielded by the orthodox Greek the- 
ologians. 


Under French Protection. 


The schism continued about five 
centuries, the Maronites maintain- 
ing themselves by arms in the strong- 
holds of their mountains. But in the 
twelfth century, during the crusades, 
they ylelded to the influence of the 
French Christians and embraced the 
Roman Catholic faith, after abjuring 
their heresies of the one will and one 
naturé of Christ. BWven today the 
connection between France and Byria 
is close, and it is to France that the 
Maronites look for protection from 
the Turks. 

During the tlays of Abdul the 
Damned the Syrian Christians lived 
in comparative peace and security. 
The Governor of the Province of 
Lebanon, where most of them 
dwell, was always a Christian. But 
with the advent of the Young Turks, 
hailed as a reform in most of the 
world, the Syrians are filled with 
dread. The new rulers, being’ in- 
tensely nationalistic, are taking steps, 
the Syrians believe, to compel their 
children to learn Turkish in the 
schools instead of Arabic, “and to 
make Turkish the language of the 
courts and of trade. St. Louis Syri- 
ans believe their religion is threat- 
ened by the probability that a Mo- 
hammedan governor of Lebanon will 
be appointed, and that French Iinter- 
vention will be prevented by Furo- 
pean sympathy with the cause of the 
Young Turks. 

St. Anthony, patron of the St. Louis 
Syrio-Maronite Church, is one of the 
most extraordinary figures in Chris- 
tian hagiology, as the founder, in the 
third century, of monastic asceticism. 

By the solitude and penances of 
his Hfe and by frightful and self-in- 
flicted austerities, he became the 
mighty oracie of the Nile Valley 
Among his claims to holiness were 
his wearing only a coarse shirt of 
hair and never washing his body. 

His encounters with the devil, 
which legehd describs in detail, have 
been used by Flaubert, the French 
novelist, as the basis of a famous 
work, “The Temptations of St. An- 
thony.” Flaubert makes the Saint's 
trials mostly intellectual, and parades 
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before him in the desert, with all the 
pomp of learning and language, the 
great religions of the world, includ- 
ing the worship of science. : 


Marriage Forbidden to Clerics. 


Any surprise at learning that there 
are Roman Catholic ecclesiastics who 
may marry is due to the firm founda- 
tion which the “sage and serious doe- 
trine of virginity,” as Milton phrased 

‘it, hae obtained in its eight centuries 
of observance in Catholic Burope. 
According to a writer in the Catholic 
Bncycloredia. “it was not until the 
year 1123 that the first Lgteran Coun- 
cil marked the victory of the cause 
of celibacy.” 

Prior to that time, the same writer 
relates, marriage of the clergy, al- 
‘hough frowned upon and even for- 
bidden in certain countries, such as 
Spain, wae stil] practiced. In what 
Catholic writers call the “Iron Age,” 
which followed the dissolution of the 
empire of Charlemagne, matrimony 
among priests is said to have been 
the rule, rather than the exception, 
The practice gained so impregnable 
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a hoid in the Oriental churches that 


marriage of the clergy is permitted or 
even commanded today in the Greek 
Orthodox and Russian faiths, _ 

But in a short period celibacy be- 
came so representative a Roman rule 
in ‘Western Europe that the monk 
Luther, to impress with all his might 
the thoroughness of his revolt from 
the Holy See, married a nun. 

In the Anglican Church the ques. 
tion of clerical celibacy has been 
agitated for a centtry, and it is be- 
lieved that many of the High Churct 
party are in favor of tmposing the 
vow of chastity upon its rectors. 


Roman Pontiff Supreme. 


Tt is true that single life was urged 
from the earliest history of Christian- 
ity, by Jesus himself, and, in more 
detail, by St. Paul. But both held up 
celibacy as an ideal which it would 
he difficult to convert Into a gen- 
‘eral practice. St. Paul, deprecating 
marriage, permitted it reluctantly, 
and holding up his own unmarried 
state for emulation, said: 

“For I would that all men were 
even as myself. I say therefore to 
the unmarried and widows, it is 
good for them if they abide even as I. 

“He that is unmarried careth for 
the things that bélong to the Lord. 
how he may please the Lord. But he 
that is married careth for the things 
of the world, how he may please his 
wife. 

“The unmarried woman careth for 
the things of the Lord, how she may 
be holy both in body and in spirit: 
but she that is married ecareth for the 
things of the world, how she mav 
please her husband.” 


Retained Marital Richt. 


When the Syrians recognized the 
supremacy of the Roman Pontiff 
in the twelfth century, no _  at- 
tempt wae made to abolish the 
practice of clerical marriage. which 
was found to be firmly é@stablished in 
the country of Mount Lebanon. Put 
today, seven centuries later. there are 
signs that the doctrine of celibacy of 


the clergy will sooner or later become | 


victorious throughout Syria. 

As late as 1742 Pope Benedict XVI. 
one of the most learned of the pon- 
tiffs, issued a constitution contain- 
ing a full recoghition of the right of 
the Oriental clergy: to retain their 
wives. At the same time he saga- 
ciously introduced a uumber of re- 
strictions upon the practice, which, in 
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time, have tended towards its aboli- 
tion. 

From his constitution date the firm 
regulations that Syrian priests may 
not marry after their ordination; that 
they may not contract a second union 
in case of the death of the firat wife; 
that they may not wed a widow, and 
that bishops, archbishops. and patri- 
archr of ‘th® Maropite Church must 
be chusen from the monast'c orders, 
and therefore he pledged to celibacy. 


Universal Celibacy Coming. 


Father Slieman is unmarried, as 
he was not designed for a parish 
priest and was ordained as a single 
man. He says that he could have 
married, had he wished, before he 
took orders. but in that case he would 
not have been sent to St. Louis. It 
is against the policy of the Roman 
Church, he explains, to detail 
wedded priests in the United States. 

“Only the parish priests marry in 
Svria,” said Father Slieman, “and 
they are compelled to do so before 
they may be ordained. However, a 
strong popular revulsion aga'‘net 
wedded priests is springing up. Sev- 
eral parishes have refused to aecept 
married clergymen. 

“T have no doubt that it will not 
be long before celibacy of the clergy 
is as firmly established in Syria as it 
is in Italy.” 

Other schismatie practices which 
were at firet permitted to the Maron- 
ites have been almost impercept'bly 
extinguished by Rome’s persevering 
ee 
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policy, which takes no account of cen- 
turies, Until] a few years ago the 
Syrians administered the communion 
of the Lord’s Supper “in both kinds” 
to all communicants, including fn- 
fants; that is, both bread and wine 
were participated in by the laity. The 
Roman Catholic practice is the giv- 
ing of the communion “in one kind;” 
that is, only the clergytien partake 
of both bread and wine, the latter 
being forbidden to laymen. The

“These ar2 what you call pot. boilers,” she 
says. “They please, and I get many orders, but 
it is only when I think of getting a new gown 
or a new bonnet that I undertake one of them, 
because i.. doing them I am not working toward 
my highest ideals.” ' 

The mothers of these children speak highly of 
the striking likenesses that were caught and 
put into the clay by Miss Risque. 

“Each feature, each characteristic of the pose 
of my daughter is in that little statuette,” said 
Mrs. Plant. “TI had to coax Miss Risque to do it, 
and when she consented my little girl posed only 
three or four times for that portrait. I am sure 
Miss Risque is a renius of the highest order, and 
I wish to aid her all I can in her ambitions.” 

Mrs. Lewis spoke in the same vein of the statu- 
ette of her son. She said it was a perfect re- 
production of his every feature and bearing. 
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of Art 


Miss Risque will not take an allowance from 
her father, Ferdinand W. Risque. She prefers to 
earn the money she needs. And she does that 
easily. The Society of Applied Arts has a good 
demand for the statuettes, artistic candlesticks 
and other things she makes. One of her candle- 
sticks, of which she has sold 90 in a short while, 
is the figure of a child kneeling and looking up 
with wondering face at the wavering flame. The 
face is no larger than the ball of one’s thumb, 
but it is full of feeling. 

A small incense burner has the tiny figure of 
a naked baby nestling close to a stork. The plump 
figure of the baby is scarcely two inches long, 
but the attitude of snuggling close, and the look 
of quaint yearning for protection, on the wee face 
are exquisite. 

Another statuette -that has sold well is the 
“Little Mother.” There is feeling in every line 
of the queer little girl’s figure that sits, with the 
toes of one shoe over the other, holding a baby 
in her lap. 

“The Baby Next Door” illustrates what Miss 
Risque means when she talks of the innate grace 
of children. This child lives in the house adjoin- 
ing the Risque home at 4021 Morgan street. Miss 
Risque saw the baby playing in the front yard 
and, with no other posing, modeled the little fig- 
ure in clay. It has sold everywhere, in New York 
and other Eastern cities, as well asin the West. 

“My especial forte is expression,” Miss Risque 
says. This is shown well in “The Nicest Book,” 
a statuette of a boy crouching on a low stool 
reading a book. The rapt expression of the boy’s 
face, bent Over the open page of the book, and in 
every bend and angle of the tense figure is fas- 
cinating. 

‘Her statuette of “Father Time Asleep” is an 
example of Miss Risque’s originality of ideas and 
her dislike of the conventional. While she was 
a pupil.of Zolnay in the St. Louis Academy of 
Fine Arts the class was modeling in clay from 
the life figure of an old soldier of the Crimean 
war who sat strippéd to the waist. In that pose 
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he fell asleep with his chin on his neck, His 
long white beard spread over his naked breast. 

“I didn’t see the use of letting the old man’s 
pose go to waste because he was asleep, so lI 
put a scythe between his knees and made him 
into ‘Father Time Asleep,’” she said. — 

Miss Risque is working now upon a set of tiles 

for a childrens’ room, designed from the fairy 
tales of Hans Christian Andersen. Her mother 
is the only one who has seen these. She will not 
show them until they are finished. She is equal- 
ly modest about a book of fairy tales she has 
written and no one has read them except her 
mother and herself. Mrs. Risque has praised 
them so extravagantly that all her friends have 
coaxed to see them. 
_. But Miss Risque is really modest about her 
work. She belittles it and says she has been too 
successful im the sale of things she makes for 
it to be very good. When an exhibit of her work 
is given she will not-go near it to be praised. 
One of the best violinists in St. Louis, she refuses 
positively to show the music she has composed 
or as a poet, the poems she has written. 

“But, oh!” she says, while her eyes light up 
and shine, “wait until I get a chance to do what 
_I want to do and what I feel will be worthy of 
me, and you shall see.” 

And then she tells of her ambitions and the 
ideas that are working in her mind; of the group 
of mothers of the world who have given their 
sons, with the sum of all their sorrows of re 
nunciation speaking from their faces; and the 
face of Lazarus awakening from death and the 
joys of heaven to a sordid life on earth. 

“The San Francisco Exposition may bring me 
my chance,” she said. “It is hard for a sculp- 
tor to make a beginning, to get a first order for 
a real statue or group; and especially it is 
hard if-the sculptor is a woman. But there will 
be much statuary and many figure groups in 
plastic-apaterial at that exposition, and I am 
going to try to have whatever there is in me 
of art recognized there.”
